REMARKS 

An Examiner's Interview Summary Record (PTO-413) was attached with the Non-Final 
Office Action dated November 2, 2005. 

During the interview, the following was discussed: 

1. Identification of claims discussed: 1-16. 

2. Results of Interview: An agreement was not reached between the Examiner and the 
Applicant's representative Mr. Chid S. Iyer. The Examiner called the Applicant and indicated 
that Examiner's SPE had suggested amending independent claims to recite a "determining means 
for. . ." (instead of a "determinator") and a replacing means for. . ." (instead of a "replacer") in 
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order to resolve 1 12(1) issues. The Applicant's representative indicated that he would contact 
client in Japan regarding this issue but also indicated that this could take a while.
